DYNAMITE ATTEMPT 
ON GOVERNOR’S LIFE 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 18.—An anti- 
American plot is blamed, in the opin- 
jon ofo the police for attempted as- 
sassination of Governor William D. 
Stephens and his wife through an 
explosion, presumably by dynamite, 
which damaged the executive man- 
gion at midnight while the gover- 
nor and his household were asleep. 

Feeling against the outrage runs 
high today. 

On all sides, the opinion is express- 
ed that the explosion was the work 
of anti-Americans or their sympa- 
thizers. 

A meeting of the boar! of directors 
of the Bacramento Chamber of Com- 
merce was hastily called for 1:30 
o’clock this afternoon, when a reso- 
lution will be submitted for adoption 
calling for: : 

1. Suppression of all 

German expressions. 

2. Closing up of all resorts 
where Germans congregate. 

The police are baffled. They ad- 
mit frankly that they are without 
a clew on which to work.

IN HOUSE DRY BILL 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The 
senate today concurred in the house 
amendments to the nation-wide pro- 
hibition resolution. A rising vote 
was taken. Forty-seven senotors 
voted for the house amendments and 
eight against them. 

The senate’s action today trans- 
fers the fight to the state legisla- 
tures. Three-fourths must ratify 
the amendments to make it part of 
the constitution. 

One year after such approval “the 
manufacture, sale or transportation 
of intoxicating thereof into or the 
thereof into or theil ht-sarotuyno 
exportation thereof into or the ex- 
portation thereof from the United 
Staes and all erritory subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof for beverage 
purposes,” will be prohibited.
